HE success of Mosart's operas caused 
people for a long time to regard his 
chamber and concert music as only a re- 
flection of the better known works. This 
opinion, however, dates, in particular, 
from the romantic period, and, what is 
more, has against it the judgment of 
Mozart’s contemporaries, to whom he was 
essentially a composer of instrumental! 
music.  A special interest, therefore, 
attaches to this book, in which M. de 
Sainte Foix first analyses the entire suite 
of Mozart’s symphonies, and then studies 
them for us as a whole. 

Mozart composed symphonies during 
nearly the whole of his artistic career. 
From the time of his first stay in Lon- 
don in 1764-65, where he came under the 
influence of John Christian Bach, until 
1781, when he settled in Vienna, he lived 
successively in Austria, Italy, France and 
Germany, and we can follow the develop- 
ment of his genius in the pages of the 
symphonies composed during these years.

The Age of Reason. By R. B. Mowat. London:

HE eighteenth century, as Professor 
Mowat, of Bristol, ‘describes that 
perplexing age, was a period of idyllic 
peace, between the fiery turmoil of the 
seventeenth and the orgies of material 
expansion of the nineteenth. In that 
silver time, men knew what could be made 
of life and sought no more. They were 
moved by no passion of spirit, no craving 
for extravagant luxury. All was balanced, 
calm, elegant, easy. The equal mind 
ruled the study, the Church, the economy 
of nations. 

In order to draw this placid image, 
Professor Mowat is selective. He does not 
tell much about the banked-down fires 
which were to blaze up in the century’s 
end. He glides over the rankling dis- 
content of the less lucky classes, and does 
not consider how far the “ enalightened ”’ 
philosophy, so suavely debated in the 
salons which he so much admired, con- 
tained within itself the ferment which was 
to destroy the peace in which it flourished. 
Was not that century of peace a “ pet 
day,’’ as country folk say of placid, trans- 
lucent intervals between storms? 

Yet here is a fascinating and instructive 
book. We seldom have read a better brief 
account of the ‘‘ enlightened monarchs,”’ 
of the schools and academies, social con- 
ditions and aberrations than we find here. 
A score of false notions is corrected by 
the pen of one who clearly is a born 
teacher of history. Students will find the 
work stimulating.

BELFAST, Friday. 


BE Seis new policy of the Northern Govern- 
ment of transferring some of its 
burdens on to the shoulders of the rate- 
payers to balance its Budgets has led to 
a remarkable increase in the number of 
those who declare that Northern Ireland 
should return to direct rule from West- 
minster. Even strong supporters of the 
settlement of the 1920 Act are convinced 
that the financial arrangements of that 
Act have become so shaky that they see 
no hope for the citizens of Northern 
Ireland retaining equal treatment with 
those in Great Britain except Northern 
Ireland returns to direct rule from 
London. This ‘‘ Back to Britain ” idea 
has not the approval of the Northern 
Government. iscount Craigavon and 
other members of the Government have 
frequently warned, or tried to frighten, 
the nce of the great dangers involved 
in such a decision if a Socialist Govern- 
ment came into power in Great Britain. 
They have said, in effect, that the North 
might be “ bargained ” into the Free State 
or an Irish Republic against its will. In 
fact, political development in the North 
has now reached the stage that there are 
“two disloyalties.”” One, of course, is 
the old one that it is disloyal to have 
any union or co-operation with the Free 
State; but it is being implied now that 
it is almost an equal ‘“‘disloyalty’’ to 
suggest union with Great Britain. The 
only safe course, it is maintained, is to 
retain the Northern Government, no 
matter what it may cost. Large elements 
in the population, however, are beginning 
to count the cost, and they dislike the 
process. Unless the Northern Government 
is able to make some more equitable 
financial arrangement with Great Britain, 
the protests are likely to become more 
pronounced. 


BELFAST CENTRAL. 


The electors in the Belfast Central 
Division will be called upon on Monday to 
choose a successor to Mr. Joseph Devlin to 
represent them in the Northern Parlia- 
ment or to refrain from representing them 
in the House. They have been offered 
during the contest a wide range of policies. 
There are four candidates seeking their 


‘votes, and each in his own way has made 
the Irish Free State, from 1923 to 1933, | 


eloquent appeals. Senator T. J. Camp- 
bell, K.C., who has been selected by the 
party to which the late Mr. Devlin be- 
longed, advocates the path of .constitu- 
tional nationalism—the utilising of every 
opportunity in existing Parliaments and 
public boards to advance the interests of 
the Nationalist electors. That is a policy 
which in the past has been favoured by the 
majority of the 90,000 Nationalists in 
Belfast, and it is not unlikely that the 
result of the present contest will show 
that it is a policy that is not without 
merit. The Anti-Partition Party have a 
comprehensive programme for unity of the 
Nationalist organisation and unity of 
Ireland, which appeals, no doubt, to many 
of the younger electors in a Nationalist 
division, but the-policy of abstention, 
when it has been tried in the North can- 
not be shown to have achieved any notable 
result. The Labour candidate is making 
a bold bid by appealing to all sections of 
the working classes, but with the interven- 
tion of an Independent candidate and an 
Anti-Partitionist, the opposition to the 
official Nationalist candidate, it is 
believed, is too divided to effect any 
change in the political complexion of the 
division. 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 


The number of people in employment, 
insurable under the Unemployment Insvur- 
ance Acts, in Northern Ireland is 191,600, 
or 12,200 more than twelve months ago. 
This is a gratifying increase, but as there 
are still 58,107 registered at the Employ- 
ment Exchanges, and several thousands 
who do not register at all, the unemploy- 
ment problem in the North is still a very 
serious one. The improvement in the em- 
ployment situation is chiefly due to more 
activity in the shipyards, while a large 
number of houses are also being built, 
giving more employment in the building 
trades. From this brief summary it will 
be seen that there is still abundant scope 
for an extension to Northern Ireland of 
the Unemployment Bill which has been 
passed by the British House of Commons. 
This bill is more comprehensive in its 
scope than any. previous Unemployment 
Bill. Under it unemployment insurance 
will start at school-leaving age (14 years), 
and may continue if a person remains in 
insurable employment with a wage or 
salary not above the statutory limit, until 
he is 65 years of age. The unemployed 
are to be divided into two main divisions 
—those who are entitled to benefit as con- 
tributors to the unemployment insurance 
scheme, and those who have exhausted their 
benefits, or have not been within the in- 
surance scheme, such as agricultural 
workers and domestic servants. For the 
latter category a new unemployment 
assistance scheme is proposed, controlled 
by a salaried board, when such aid as they 
might need will come from the citizens as 
taxpayers and ratepayers. To regulate 
this assistance in accordance with the need 
the “ means test ’’ and family income will 
be continued. The operations of this new 
board will supersede the work of the 
Public Assistance Committees and the 
Boards of Guardians in providing relief for 
able-bodied unemployed. 


FINANCIAL ASPtCT. 


The financial aspect of the new Un- 
employment Bill is the one which will 
interest the general body of taxpayers and 
ratepayers. The total new Fag arais ex- 
penditure upon the scheme will amount to 
£500,000: per annum, which will deplete 
Northern revenue to that extent. In 
addition, the ratepayers will be called 
upon to contribute 000. Belfast’s con- 
tribution to this sum will be 11d. in the 
£ on the rates, while Borough and Urban 
Councils are to contribute 24d. in the £ 
and County Councils 1d. in the £. On 
the other hand, these local authorities will

In other words, Northern Ireland 
ratepayers will pay a greater portion to 
the unemployment scheme than British 
ratepayers will be called upon to pay, 
unless the rate demand is modified when 
the new valuations are in operation, 
Before the Unemployment Fund re- 
insurance agreement was reached with 
Great Britain, the Northern Ireland Un- 
employment Fund ran into debt to the 
extent of over £3,000,000. This is being 
liquidated at the rate of £100,000 per 
annum over a period of 30 years. Since 
the agreement was entered into the Un 
employment Fund, owing to the heavy 
demands upon it, has again gone heavily 
into debt, and the current debt out- 
standing amounts to £2,376,267. It is 
proposed under the new bill to liquidate 
this over a period of 40 years at £124,000 
per annum, and provision for this pay- 
ment is made in the Unemployment Fund 
balance sheet this year. 


MR, ELLIOT'S VISIT. 


The visit of Mr. Walter Elliot, the 
British Minister of Agriculture, to 
Northern Ireland for the Royal Ulster 
Show has given much gratification to 
farmers in the North. During his visit 


he was able to see something of Northern. 


farming conditions and investigate some 
of the more difficult problems. His assur- 
ance on behalf of the British Government, 
that ‘‘ our resources are your resources 
and our markets are your markets,’’ has 
been particularly welcome. That this is 
no mere figure of speech has been proved 
by the generous bacon and pig quotas 
allocated to Northern Ireland, and the 
grant, up to £200,000, from the British 
Treasury to inaugurate a milk marketing 
scheme. It is expected that this scheme 
will be brought forward at no distance 
date, and, although it may meet with 
criticism in some quarters, it is expected 
to be of considerable advantage to the 
milk producers. A marketing scheme 
also is to be introduced for potatoes. The 
present quota for potato exports to Great 
Britain from Northern Ireland is 200,000 
tons a year, which is more than has been 
exported in recent years. It is understood 
that Northern Ireland is to be given the 
preference in making good any deficiency 
of supplies on the British market. The 
new potato marketing, like the pig 
marketing scheme, will be designed to 
secure for local producers an economic 
price and to regulate the market. It is 
a constant source of surprise to Northern 
farmers that at the very time Great Britain 
is making its arrangement for the future 
of agriculture Southern farmers should be 
engaged in an ‘‘ economic war ” in connec- 
tion with land annuities. It is the general 
belief that this should be settled quickly 
by-a token payment or adjustment by dis- 
cussion, and the advantages of the huge 


British market made available for the 
farmers of all Ireland. Mr. de Valera’s: 
suggestion of reciprocal preferences is 


regarded in the North as a hopeful sign. 
YOUTH TRAINING. 


The formation of youth training centres 
under the new Unemployment Bil! will be 
‘a development of the social services in the 
North which, will be generally welcomed. 
The fact, however, that these centres have 
to be provided by the local education 
authorities, and that one-quarter of their 
cost will have to be met out of the rates, 
is not quite so satisfactory, particularly as 
the Northern Government declared its 
intention in the Budget to impose a rate of 
1s. in the £ for educational purposes. This 
additional levy upon the rates for training 
centres is another instance of the Govern- 
ment transferring some of its liabilities to 
the ratepayers. The training centre in 
Belfast already in operation is not sup- 
ported from the rates. Notwithstanding 
this, however, there is general agreement 


with the idea of more youth training 
centres. It is calculated that about 20,000 


children leave school annually in Northern 
Ireland. Only a small percentage of these 
secure employment, and the rest drift into 
the ranks of the unemployed. There was a 
tendency to give boys and girls between 14 
and 16 a start in some industries, as no 
unemployment insurance cards had to be 
stamped for them. When all young people 
from 14 years of age are brought under the 
insurance scheme this inducement will be 
removed, and young persons in larger 
numbers will not be absorbed into industry. 
The training centres are, consequently, 
more necessary, and may be required, even 
after the 18 years age limit, unless trade 
improves at a more rapid rate. 


A BIG WEEK. 


When the annual show of tne Royal 
Ulster Agricultural Society closes to- 
morrow evening, it will also terminate a 
week of great activity in Belfast. The visit 
of the Duke of Gloucester to open the new 
exhibition hall at the showground was the 
basis for a series of public functions and 
entertainments. As án ambassador of good- 
will, the Duke of Gloucester was only 
equalled by the Prince of Wales when he 
visited the North nearly two years ago; 
while the fact that he holds as his second 
title the Earldom of Ulster made a special 
appeal to the people of the North. This 
Earldom dates from 1205, and was the first 
title of English creation in Ireland, being 
conferred upon Hugh de Lacy. The title 
was later held by the De Burgh family, and 
subsequently: by intermarriage became 
merged in the titles of the Crown. The 
visit of the Prince gave great support to 
the Royal Ulster Show. It is not :im- 
probable that the attendance at the show 
this year will exeeed the record figure of 
105,602 attained last year—the highest 
attendance figures of any show in Great 
Britain or Ireland. The show is not merely 
designed to assist the agricultural industry, 
although this must remain its principal 
function, but it has developed into a 
general industrial movement and an out- 
standing social event in the North. The 
prospects of a large autumn show, combined 
with horticulture and fruit, and a winter 
motor show in the new exhibition hall, are 
being discussed.

In the course of the article the statement 
occurred: ‘‘They wanted the skins, and, 
while some animals were still alive and 
groaning with pain, they were stripped 
of their hides.” Mr. O’Brien submitted that 
he was the person pointed at in this 
article as having been guilty of such criminal 
and revolting conduct, as he was the only 
person who purchased and slaughtered 
calves at Abbeyteale on the occasion. 


STATEMENTS, 


Mr. O’Brien positively swore that the 
allegations were absolutely without founda- 
tion. Consequent on the publication of this 
article and of similar statements in other 
newspapers, the Civic Guards interrogated 
plaintiit and the men employed by him in 
slaughtering calves at Abbeyfeale on April 9, 
and took statements in writing from them. 
but mo prosecution had been instituted, and 
none was pending, as the Guards were 
satisfied there was no foundation for the 
charges.

As a place name Carrigeen is very 
popular, and it seems to have been used 
just as freely in inland places as on our 
In Roscommon, Carrigeencarragh 
means the little, rough rocks, and Carri- 
geengower, in Cork, points to the fact 
that the little rocks described are popular 
with goats. The ‘little, miry rocks ” in 
Tipperary, Carrigeensallagh, must have 
dirtied the boots of some place-namer; and 
in County Wicklow we have Carrigeen- 
shinnagh, ‘‘ the little rocks of the foxes.” 
It seems to me that the name of the edible 
moss is much more likely to have been 
derived from the rocks on which it grows 
than from one of the many districts in 
which it is found. 


Ghe ‘Derby. 


Though Lord Glanely, the owner of 
Colombo—the Derby favourite—has paid. 
huge sums for horses during his time, it 
is a remarkable fact that this unbeaten 
colt was purchased for something over five 
hundred pounds. Some years ago Lord 
Glanely paid record prices for yearlings 
sold by auction, who never justified the 
outlay.

Ghe Perfect Cottage. 


One of the most delightful walks in 
County Dublin is that from Leixlip to 
Newbridge by the river. After one crosset 
the stile at the Salmon Leap the road 
disappears except for about two hundred 
yards. All the rest of the way the path 
is through fields or beside the river. 
Crossing through one of the fields the 
river is hid from sight, but here a line ot 
mountains comes into view, and where 
the water widens the perfect cottage 
stands. Bare of flowers, it gives the im- 
pression within and without of a _ well- 
swept floor. An infinitely neat potato 
patch runs down to the river and ts 
separated from the cottage by a tall bed of 
ferns. Sailor—the dog—who has borne 
his name a long way inland, guards the 
wooden cradle outside the door, where a 
hand like a. Írail pink shell appears. 
Beyond the cottage a lane runs throagh 
overhanging trees to Newbridge—the 
oldest bridge in Kildare. Here chestnut 
trees and beeches descend to the water,

Ba the death last week of Mr. John Healy, 


editor of the'Jrish Times since 1907, the 

University mouins the ing of one of 
her most devoted sons. r, Healy entered 
College from Drogheda Grammar School in 
1892 with Sizarship in Classics, and was 
elected to Scholarship in that subject in 1895. 
He graduated the —s year with First 
Senior Moderatorship in Modern Literature 
and Junior Moderatorship in Classics. During 
his undergraduate career he was awarded the 
Vice-Chancellor’s Prize in English Literature 
for three years in succession—a remark ible 
record, very rarely achieved. He was one 
of the first editors of 7.C'.D., and gained his 
earliest experience in journalism while still 
an undergraduate. During his lifetime Mr. 
Healy spared no effort to further the interests 
of '. inity College, for which he always pre- 
served an unswerving affection and devotion. 
To his wife and his family the deep sympathy 
of the University will be extended. 

The elections to Fellowship and Scholar- 
ship on Trinity Monday last were the im- 
portant events of the week, The new Fellows 
are Dr. E. T. 8. Walton, M.Se., Ph.D. (in 
Experimental Science) and Mr. W. Bedell 
Stanford B.A. (in Classics) 

Mr, Walton was educated at Methodist 
College, Belfast, and after a brilliant 
academic career graduated in 1926 with the 
Large Gold Medal in Experimental Science 
and First-Class Moderatorship in Mathe- 
mathics. Since then he has been engaged in 
Scientific Research at Cambridge under Lord 
Rutherford; and has become famous for the 
part. he took in the successful experiment of 
‘splitting the atom.” Mr, Stanford entered 
College from Bishop Foy School, Waterford, 
in 1928, and, after a very distinguished career. 
graduated with a Double Large Gold Medal 
in Classics and in Ancient History, in 1932. 
He has the notable distinction of being 
elected to Fellowship on the day on which 
his Scholarship ceased. Personally known 
to many graduates and undergraduates of the 
present time, Mr. Stanford’s election to 
Fellowship was extremely popular, especially 
to the staff ot 7'.C.D.. of which paper he 
was a ‘former editor. He was a member of 
the Committee of the College Historical 
Society in the Session 1930-31, and Auditér of 
the Classical Society in the Session 1932-35. 
After the announcement of the flames of the 
new Fellows and Scholars, the customary 
‘‘Rag’’ was held on the Dining Hall steps, 
followed by a hilarious procession .through 
the streets.

REPLY TO MR. CONNOLLY. 
Senator Connollv had charged the Chair- 


man with having contravened Standin 
Orders. Standing Orders were not laws, an 
should not Le regarded as such, and .never 
had been. As to th. reading of speeches, 
Ministers had read speeches and had even 
handed them to the officia) reporters: before 
the speeches were made, Senator Connolly's 
interpretation of the cha:ge in Standing 
Order was completely wrong and erroneous. 
The old Standing Order, adopted in 1923, 
set out that if the Chairman desired to 
address the House on any controversial 
matter he should vacate the chain. The then 
Chairman (Lord Glenavy) pursued the prac- 
tice of haranguing the House on controversial! 
matters from the chair. The House strongly 
objected to that attituue, and the only way 
to stop that was to insert the Standing Order. 
[In 1928 it was redrafted, when ood iueass

EVERY RIGHT, 


Senator Connolly had mane the charge that 
facts and information had been supplied to 
the Chairman for his speecn. On this occa- 
sion the Chairman had every right to consult 
authorities and get facts and figures from 
every quarte: tha! they could be gleaned. 
Opponents of th; measure had contended 
that those who accepted the Treaty had 
looked we it as a stepping-stone to 
greater treedom They had nsed_ it 
as such, but the Fianna Fail Party 
were not using these stepping-stones, but 
trying to jump the chasm or river with one 
spring. The party now in power had allowed 
to be destroyed our best market before find- 
ing an alternative market. 

In the Dail Mr. Cleary had made a mis- 
leading etatement concerning the attendance 
of Senators—the type of statement made 
down the country, and on which the Govern- 
ment had based their claim to wipe out that 
Senate.

NO. POINT. 


The President of the Executive Council had 
sat on a joint committee in 1928 and put 
forward the view that that Senate should not 
be directly elected or responsible to the 
people, so that there was no point in the 
statement that the Senate was not responsible 
to the people. To sav that any political 
party at a general election with a manifesto 
covering every phase cf a nation's activities 
got a specific mandate to abolish an institu- 
tion mentioned at the bottom of the manifesto 
vonvinced nobody. 

The mandate that the Government had for 
the abolition of the Senate was qualified. The 
inference was that another Senate, differently 
constituted from the present one, should be 
set up; but there had been no mandate for 
the absolute abolition of the Second Chamber. 

Referring to the rejection of the Blue Shirt 
Bill and the Extension of Franchise Bill, Mr. 
O'Hanlon asked what could Senators be ex- 
pected to do? Were they to depart from their 
own honest convictions and simply vote for 
the Government like an ordered machine? 


NO CASE, 


He had grave doubts as to the sincerity of 
many Senators who would vote for the abolli- 
tion of the House to which they belonged, 
since no case whatever had been made for 
the abolition of that House and every con- 
ceivable argument had been put up for the 
continuance of a Second Chamber. “ It would 
be better,”’ declared Mr. O'Hanlon, “for this 
Senate to go out in credit rather than to 
remain here discredited.’’ (Hear, hear.) _ 

There were in that House some eminent 
men, and if.the Senate was abolished the 
nation would be the poorer. The President 
should have some regard to the opinions of 
responsit:le men, who had given ie ipubiecs 
serious consideration, The penalty he had 
imposed on them was unworthy of the Presi- 
dent. He hoped the country would not wake 
up too late.

TWO QUESTIONS AT ISSUE. 


President DE VALERA, who began his 
reply a few minutes before 4 p.m., said that 
Senator O'Hanlon had suggested that it was 
the intention of the Government to inflict 
En on someone. That bill was not 
rought in to inflict penalties, but in the 
interests of good government, and to enable 
the Irish people to march along the road 
that they had determined for themselves. 
There were two questions at issue. There 
was first the question as it affected the pre- 
sent assembly, and there was the more funda- 
mental question as to whether it was wiser 
to have either the unicameral or bicameral 
system of legislature. Before dealing with 
those questions he wanted the Senate to 
understand why he did not make the case, 
as it was called, for the bill at the start. In 
regard to the House as at present constituted, 
or in regard to the question of having a 
second chamber at all, he thought that it 
was reasonable to put the onus of proving 
that there should be a second chamber— 
either the existing one or some other—on 
those who held that it was necessary. He 
had given his reasons in the Dail, and he 
thought that they were compelling ones. If 
there was in a machine—whether it was a 
human one or a material one—some part that 
complicated its working, and which did not 
seem to be essential, then the onus of show- 
ing that that encumbrance ought to exist, 
was on those who thought that it was 
necessary. i . Bi

HAMILTON'S THEORY. 


Several historical parallels were mentioned. 
It had been said that Frauklin was unsuccess. 
ful in the United States, but they should 
remember the period, about 1776, the very 
period of all the questions and talk about the 
constitution of the United States. Conclusions 
could not be drawn, because in one case there 
was failure, and in another case success, with- 
out knowing all the facts, Otherwise such 
deductions could not prove anything. He did 
not pretend to prove anything by reference to 
historv, and it should be remembered that 
Hamilton was a practical man, while Franklin 
was a theorist. The theory Hamilton put 
forward for government of the United States 
of America was not accepted by the Conven- 
tion; but when a system was accepted Hamil- 
ton was one of its best protagonists, but it 
was a mistake to say that he had drafted the 
Constitution of the United States of 
America. Another mistake was to con. 
fuse.a Federal State and a unitary State; for 
in a Federal State recognition could easily be 
given to the various States in a Second 
Chamber. That had been done in the United 
States of America, but it would completely 
disappear in a unitary system. i 

In a Federaí system there was obviously a 
place for a Second Chamber. It enabled com. 
promise to bé arrived at, and he was not one 
of those who did not realise that in dealing 
with practical issues from day to day com- 
promise had to be effected. 


THE BRITISH EXAMPLE, 


In trying to get the people to think. and 
draw more correct conclusions he had stated 
that it was more or less accidental that they 
had Second Chambers associated with repre- 
sentative Government at all. It was due 
largely to the fact that just before the French 
Rerolution—and at the same time in America 
— they had political thinkers looking 
round for eaamples of successful govern. 
ment, and the most successful example 
was the British example, where they had a 
second House—a two-chamber system‘ of 
government. It might. be questioned whether 
the conclusions then drawn were. rightly 
drawn, and whether in following it in their 
own country they were acting naturally, 
logically ‘or reasonably. 

There had been no suggestion snore fre- 
quently mada during the debate than that 
the existence of the Second Chamber was a 
great safeguard to tlie people's liberty. It 
was rather strange that they found another 
note struck by Sir John Keane. Jt was not 
the people's liberties was in his mind and in 
the minds of a large number of Senators so 
much as what they. would judge those 
liberties should be, the liberties they. would 
condescend to give to the peonle. That was 
a different sort of thing, and what history 
had proved was that the Second Chamber 
was ne defence of the people's liberties or 
rights. Second chambers had not prevented 
despotism. If there was one conclusion that 
stood out from the whole debate and the 
txlk about history it was that dictators 
came along with physical force behind them 
ond swept aside two chambers with just as 
little ceremony as they swept aside one. 


FRENCH REVOLUTION. 


He would make bold to say that if what 
the people feared should have occurred with 
the Plus Shirts that. Senate would not have 
stood in the way of a dictatorship. If there 
was anv lesson to be learned from the French 
revolution it was not to try by methods of 
coercion 'o stand in the way of the legitimate 
rights of the people, not to keep the peonle 
in indigence, but wisely to try bv looking 
shead to give tc the people their rights, and 
to provids them'and enable them to provide 
themselves with the things they had a God- 
given right to get. 

All these checks that overated in one direc- 
tion only, in his opinion, were the things 
that came before revolution and brought 
revolution about. They could also learn 
from the hiswrv of France that a two- 
chamber system of government did not give 
the people adequate protection against dicta- 
torship. The only way to get adequate pro- 
{ection was for the people to be constantly 
o5 their guard. 

Sir JOHN KEANE—The people—against 
whom? 

Mr. DE VALERA—It is interesting to 
sneer, but there was not that sneer a short 
time ago in the Senate when very severe 
actions were being taken in the name of the 
will of thé people. There were ne qualifica- 
tions then about the will or the right of the 
people. They must have some foundation 
somewhere for government. and were they 

oing to have that foundation based on the 
trong arm of foree, or based upon reason 
and what appealed to the average person as 
right. 

He was prepared to argue on the basis of 
the preamble of the Constitution that all law- 
ful authority came from God to the people, 
and had to be exercised on behalf of the 
people. by their properly elected representa- 
tives. He had to start somewhere, and 
started from there; but there were senators 
who thought they had some Divine right, be 
cause they were born with a silver spoon in 
their mouths, to rule. 


WILL OF THE PEOPLE. 


If they took - that attitude they must 
be driven back to base their right upon power, 
and if they did they would have people to 
dispute that as they had in the past. He 
argued on the basis of the accepted proposi- 
tion he had quoted from the Constitution— 
they admitted that the people were the 
sovereign authority, and that their will must 
ultimately triumph. 

If he were asked what was the conclusion 
to he drawn from history in regard to the bi- 
cameral svstem of government, he would sav 
that it told them very little. The House of 
Lords was retained in England because it 
was part of a tradition and gave a certain 
class of the community a privilege, but the 
moment it came to a clash—as it might—with 
what the maiority of the representatives of 
the people held to be in the interests of the 
nation—the moment the clash occurred and 
the issue was knit they would have to do 
something about it—they would have the same 
arvument as thev had here. 

‘He quoted John Stuart Mill, who declared 
that it was of secondary importance whether 
parliaments consisted of two chambers or 
one. There was too much pother about this 
question. They could really pass away from 
all those references to history, which they 
only partially knew. They could not say 
what logically would have happened if alter- 
netives presented at the time had been given 
effect to. 


INTERCHANGES. 


The CHAIRMAN asked was Mr. de Valera 
replying to Senator Douglas, who had spoken 
on this subject. 

Mr. DE VALERA--I am speaking with 
reference to one point of the arguments put 
forward. I am replying to a series of argu- 
ments. dealing with history, _ 

The CHAIRMAN again asked was the Pre. 
sident replving to Senator Douglas. 
Mr DE VALERA—I beg to make my own 
speech in my own way. I have listened very 
patiently to a personal attack on mvself, and 
I am making a reasoned speech dealing with 
what has been said by other Senators. 

The CHAIRMAN said that Senator Douglas 
had made a request about the bill, and he 
wished to know was the President replving, 
and did he agree with what Senator Douglas 
had said.

IMPARTIALITY. 


They might talk as much as they liked of 
the impartiality of the Senate, It did not 
exist. They had an example of that in the 
Chairman’s speech; that speech was the best 
condemnation that could be made of that 
House. It showed that a man who ought to 
be an impartial-member of the House, and 
who of all others should be capable of looking 
at things from every angle, made a speech— 
exactly the type of speech that could be made by 
the bitterest opponent in the other House. 
If they were going to have an attitude like 
that, let those concerned goa to the Lower 
House and get authority from the people to 
talk in that manner. He believed that im. 
partiality could not be got in this House 
when there were fundamental issues at stake, 
as at present. 

Mr. de Valera next quoted from a speech 
from the Nationalist and Leinster Times of 
the Ist April, 1933, in which Mr. MacDermot 
was reported as having said: “I wonder 
how long the Senate is going to last. 
Personally I would not mind if it were 
abolished to-morrow. | [ think that all the 


citizens should think of the matter. I think 
we have some very able men in the 
Senate, such as Senators Johnson, Ferrell 


and Douglas, who would do better work in 
the Dail. We could dispense with the Senate, 
and the room the Senate occupies could be 
occupied as a smokeroom for the members 
of the Dail ”’ 


OUGHT TO GO. 


If the Senate was unnecessary, if it blocked 
the whole machinery, it ought to go. He 
was not accusing the personnel of the present 
Senate. He did not think that they had any 
n.ore original] “sin than the rest of them, but 
the pretence that they had an _ impartial 
Senate woulfl deceive nobody. He had been 
challenged with regard to Senator Jameson, 
and he thought that already a member of the 
Executive Council had shown in what sense 
these words were used when reference was 
made to the Granards and the Jamesons. If 
he were speaking to-morrow he would use 
the name of Sir John Keane in the same 
sense. It was to indicate an attitude of 
mind, and was in no way personal. The 
member of the Executive Council who used 
the name told him that he had only used the 
name in that sense. 


THE TRUCE. 


The President next mentioned his first 
meeting with Senator Jameson in connection 
with the Truce. At the time he asked the 
representatives of the Unionist minority to 
meet him, in the hope that they might go 


with a united front in the interests 
of this country and appear to be un- 
divided, so that their opponents across 
the water could not make play with 
their division. When he and other 
members of the minority gave their 
assistance, He accepted it from them. They 


gave it fully and heartily. Having been made 
aware that Senator Douglas was interested 
in trving to bring about some arrangement to 
terminate hostilities of the civil conflict, he 
asked Senators Douglas and Jameson to meet 
him. and again he had nothing to sav to 
their conduct. The majority of the Irish 
people, Mr. de Valera continued, held one 
view as to what was for their good. The 
Senators. including Senator Sir John Keane, 
were citizens in a minority whose views’ were 
different on that question. Who was to pre- 
vail? The Senate as originally formed would 
certainly give power to hold up, but’ holding 
up at certain times meant defeat. 


BLUESHIRT BILL. 


Let them take for example the Blueshirt 
Bill. which, in fact, was a measure that ap- 


plied to all political uniforms. Jt was not 
a partisan bill in that sense. It was not 
duced because there was a menace, Senators 


said that nothing had happened since it was 
held up, but it was not through any wisdom 
on the part of the Senators that it did not 
happen. It might well have happened, and 
their action appeared td have been a con- 
nivance at it. The Government were denied 
by the Senate the powers they sought and 
whicn they felt were necessary in the in- 
terests of peace. There was no hesitation in 
the case of their predecessors when they 
brought forward the Public Safety Bill. If 
Fianna Fail had been the Government then, 
would the Senate have given them that 
power? 

If what they feared might have taken 
place. and if there was a sufficient force in 
the country to do so, it would have been too 
late for the people who wanted to preserve 
their liberty and the Government charged 
with preserving their liberty—it would have 
heen too late to take action when the Senate 
would have given them power. . 

Supposing they had a majority in the 
Lower House, and if they wanted to get some 
social or other measure that was essential for 
the welfare of the community and there was 


| opposition in the other House—and that time 


was the essence of the matter—was it thought 
that they could continue waiting if the issues 
were of sufficient importance. 

Sir JOHN KEANE—Three months’ waiting. 


TALKED POLITICALLY. 


Continuing, Mr. DE VALERA said that 
thev had there a Senate which was opposed 
to the majority. being a body whose members 
talked politically as it was proved. They 
knew that it was a political chamber, and he 
was not finding fault with them in saying 
that they thought politically. They had been 
asked to deal with political questions, and 
they could not deal. with them in any other 
way. Because the Senate had to function 
politically it cansed a clash at certain times, 
and the question was whether those clashes 
could be permitted in the general interests 
of the community. . He held, for instance, 
that on’ the question of the Oath that the 
action of the Senate was not justifiable in 
view of the fact that it was before the country 
for a long period. Senators might have 
differed, but in the long run someone had to 
get the decision, and as representing the 
majority of the people the (Government 
claimed that the decision must be on their 
side. They claimed that the danger involved 
to the national interest by the Senate holding 
up that bill had not been justified 

The same applied to, the Uniforms Bill 
and the bill to extend the franchise. They 
must have a decision by the majority of the 
people,, hecausé. he saw no other way of 
having order... The Senate was preventing 
the Government, from doing. the things that 
the Government felt were necessary, and the 
things in which he held they had the 
authority of the people to do. The senators 
said,’ “Go back to the people’’; but, he 
asked, were they to have elections every 
second day? At the last two elections they 
had gone to the trouble of setting out in 
detail their programmes—a thing that was 
uever attempted by their predecessors—and 
since they had come into office they had 
taken those items one by one and tried to 
carry them through. 


FOOLING THE PEOPLE. 


At the last election they told the people 
that if they were returned they would 
abolish the Senate as at present constituted. 
They had added that, if it was decided to 
retain a Second Chamber, it was their in- 
tention to reduce considerably the number 
of its members. Practically all of them had 


a certain reverence for past theories of 
government; they had got a fear of the 
multitude, which was very pronounced a 


hundred years ago, and it was largely re- 


sponsible for bringing those Second 
Chambers into existence. Circumstances 
had now changed. It was not easy 
to fool the people in these days. 


Petty atlempts had been made by Senators to 
work up certain prejudices, but the people 
were not going to be fooled. They had in- 
fluences at work to get the people to think. 
It was not the question of a small crowd 
being inspired into action, and he would tell 
Sir John Keane that it was not mir the 
uncultured crowd that could be led off like 
that. It was not so easy at to move a 
whole nation. There was a newspaper pro- 
prietor present, and he was not going to say 
that the person who went to the chapel gate 
could move a crowd in the same way as his 
paper could, They must have some deter- 
mining authority. The Senate was not going 
to say that it should determine, and if there 
was to be a definite decision that decision 
must be on the Senate’s side.

The hope was that by a second chamber they 
could get such, but they got it at a tremen- 
dous price. The nation was asked to pay too 
big a price to get it at the present time. 
He was willing to admit, even at that stage, 
that he had a hankering after some “ort of 
second chamber or check. A revision could 
be managed by means of a slightly different 
arrangement. Even with proportional repre- 
sentation there wou'd net be many Unionists 
in the Hoase, but his objection would still re- 
main. If it was out of step it brought about 
a dangerous situation. If it was in step it 
afforded no check. 

A suggestion had been made during the 
debate that he had been responsible for mis- 
representation of the Senate. Mr. Bennett 
had stated that on the night of the day on 
which the election was declared he (Mr. 
de Valera) called a conference of journalists 
and set the battle-cry of the campaign, and 
that he had begun by saying that a hostile 
Senate was constantly attempting to harass 
the Government by mutilating measures “r 
wilfully delaying them. The /rish Press 
reported him as having said: “ A hostile 
Senate is constantly tempted ” to harass the 
Government. There was a difference between 
attempting ” and ‘‘ tempting.’’ The state- 
ment quoted was not in the Zrish Times or 
Irish Independent, and he did not know 
where the quotation came from. The majority 
in the Senate was hostile to the Government, 
and they prided themselves on being hostile, 
but the majerity of the people had given the 
Government a task to, perform, and the 
Senate had no right to prevent the people's 
will from operating. 

CONDEMNED. 

“We have appealed to Cesar against you,’ 
he added, ‘‘and we hold that the answer has 
been given thai you have been cóndenined as 


a second Chamber. You have been con- 
demned not merely in our time; you: have 


our time; not merely because you have tried 
to frustrate us, but because you have. been 
unduly subservient to a Government to. which 
you were friendly. It is that subservience 
rather than your antagonism to the present 
Government that has condemned this House 
in its present form even before we were 
elected to a majority at all.’ 

Continuing, M.. de Valera said that 
history had shown that a second Chamber 
was no defence against a military dictator- 
ship. The people would have to see to the 
defence of democracy In some other form 
Mr. de VALERA quoted from official de 
bates to show that in many cases of legisia- 
tive proposals under the previous Govern- 
ment all that happened in the Senate was 
that the question that the bill pass was put 
and agreed to. There was absolutely no con- 
sideration given to these measures. There- 
fore an alternative charge could be levelled 
against the Senate if the Chairman were 
correct in stating that the Government were 
contravening the Constitution and doing 
something they had no right to do in intro 
ducing that bill. Either that could be legally 
done or else the Senate as a whole could be 
charged with dereliction of duty. 


CHAIRMAN INTERVENES. 


The CHAIRMAN intervened and said 
that he had asked for newspapers containing 
the statements which the President had said 
that he misquoted. The /rish Times of 
Tuesday, órd January, read: “A hostile 
Senate hae constantly attempted to harass 
the Government, etc.”’ 

The Zrish Independent of the same date 
also said ‘‘ has constantly attempted.’’ In 
fact, three out of four daily papers used the 
identical phrase, and the exception was 
the /rish Press, which used the phrase “ia 
constantly tempted,’’ which was meaningless 
in the context. 

President DE VALERA said that, even at 
that, Senator Bennett had not quoted him 
correctly, because he said “is constantly

Mr. BENNETT~You cannot get on if you 
attribute to me statements which are in- 
correct.

happened in Ireland, and each of them 
has a special significance. In the Free 
State the Senate has been making a 
magnificent fight for its existence. Last 
evening, by a majority of thirty-three 
votes to fifteen, it refused to pass the 
Government’s Bill for its extinction, and 
the speeches that were made during the 
debate were so powerful that President de 
Valera and his colleague, Senator 
Connolly, actually refused to listen to 
them. This exhibition of studied dis- 
courtesy is not at all in keeping with the 
Generally he is 
the politest of men, who rarely, if ever, 
stoops to the personalities that so often 
disgrace the debates in Dáil Hireann ; but 
on this occasion he seems to have been 
“ rattled’? badly by the forceful—and 
completely unanswerable—arguments of 
Senator Westropp-Bennett, with the result 
that he allowed himself to be guilty of an 
action that was entirely unworthy of him. 
President de Valera, however, is quite un- 
repentant in regard to the Senate, It 
stands in the way of his dictatorial 
ambitions ; therefore, it must go. Through- 
out all the debates, in Ddil and Senate 
alike, neither he nor any of his colleagues 
has been able to adduce a single argument 
for the abolition of the Second Chamber. 
Several Fianna Fail spokesmen condemned 
the Senate because some of its members 
once had been Unionists, Ministers 
seemed to take the view that it had no 
right to oppose the sacred ‘‘ will of the 
people,” as expressed in the Dáil s 
division lobbies; but any attempt that 
may have been made to excuse the 
Government’s attitude on rational, or 
constitutional, grounds was demolished 
with ignominy by Senator Westropp- 
Bennett’s brilliant exposé. 

The second event was the visit to 
Northern Ireland of the King’s third son, 
the Duke of Gloucester, who also bears 
the title of the Earl of Ulster. He came 
to Ireland in order to open the King’s 
Hall in Belfast, which is the headquarters 
of the Royal Ulster Show; and his 
presence in the North was made the occa- 
sion of a remarkable demonstration of 
fidelity to the Throne. Wherever the Duke 
went—in the poorest, as well as in the 
richest, districts of Belfast—he was 
greeted with a wild enthusiasm, which 
was as. spontaneous as it was general. 
The warmth of his reception bore striking 
witness to the Northern people’s firm 
resolve to identify themselves more 
and more closely with the British 
Crown, and to insist on the maintenance 
of their position in the United Kingdom. 
This spirit of loyalty to Great Britain 
has a practical, as well as a sentimental, 
basis. Mr. Walter Elliot, the British 
Minister of Agriculture, also was a visitor 
to the Royal Show, and in his speech at 
the opening ceremony at the King’s Hall 
he informed the people of the North that 
“four resources are your resources, and 
our markets are your markets.’” Northern 
Ireland’s great industries—including her 
agriculture—are part and parcel of the 
British economic system. She enjoys local 
autonomy by virtue of the Government of 
Ireland Act of 1920; but, to all intents 
and purposes, her economic interests are 
identical with those of Great Britain. 
She is taking full advantage of the trade 
revival across the Channel, Her people 
are convinced that their well-being depends 
on the closest intimacy between Belfast 
and London, and this material considera- 
tion is strengthened by a spirit of genuine 
affection for the Throne. 

Ireland's tragedy is exemplified by 
these two events. While President de 
Valera in the South is doing everything 
in his power to banish all signs of the 
British connection, and to establish a 
Republic in fact, if not in name, the 
people of the North are moving in 
precisely the opposite direction. How can 
Irish unity be achieved in these -circum- 
stances? The North, at least, is honest in 
the matter. It has no desire for unity, 
and its spokesmen do not hesitate to say 
so. In the Free State, on the other hand, 
unity is on everybody’s lips. Party 
politicians cf all groups prate about 
It figures as the chief 
every party’s programme; 
yet everything that has been done 
in the twenty-six counties during the

last twelve years—from the re-painting of 
the pillar boxes to the abolition of the 
Senate—has had the effect of widening the 
already - yawning -gulf between Dublia 
and Belfast. President de Valera must 
know in his heart that there can be no 
hope of Irish unity on the basis of a 
lonely Republic. If the Free State had 


i shown any desire to take advantage of its 


position as a Dominion—if, in the words 
of the late Arthur Griffith, its people had 
gone into the British Empire with their 
heads up, as citizens of a mother 
country—there might have been a real 
chance of unity; and the man, above all 
others, who could have brought about that 
condition of affairs is Eamon de Valera. 
We admit freely that no encouragement 
ever was given by Belfast; but statesman- 


ship makes its own opportunities, We 
believe, indeed, that there still is al 
chance. If the Free State Government 


would abandon tts separatist aspirations, 
taking a lesson from South Africa, much 
might be done; but the sands are running 
rapidly out, and President de Valera, by 


his attitude towards the Senate, is 
accelerating their pace.

The Cost of Education. 


The people of Northern Ireland, whose 
low rates have been an object of envy to 
the Saorstát for some years past, are being 
forced to share some of the tribulations of 
their kinsmen below the border. Two 
months ago Belfast’s rates were increased 
by 1s. 5d. in the pound—from, indeed, a 
very low tigure—for this financial year. 
and now a further imposition is being laid 
on the citizens. It all goes back to the 
Budget. Northern Ireland is determined 
to maintain the same standards of taxa- 
tion as Great Britain, but her resources 
are not nearly so elastic, and the recent 
reduction of 6d. in the pound in income-

for a means to save money, cast his eye 
on the estimates for education. Hitherto 
the cost of educational services in the 
North has been borne almost entirely by 
the Government, which has spent on them 
so lavishly that the primary schools of the 
Six Counties to-day are among the best 
in the world. Mr. Pollock saw.no reason 
why the Government, in need of money, 
should not save on these: services, 
and forthwith moved that a part of 
the burden should be transferred to 
the local authorities. The effect is that 
the local authorities have been requested 
to strike an additional rate of 6d. in the 
pound for this year, and 1s. in the pound 
towards the cost of 
education. They are not taking the 
request any too well. They complain 
that their budgets already have been 
pruned severely, and that the Government 
has no right to hurl such a demand at 
them without notice. There is no less 
resentment, it appears, among the people 
in general, who urge that the new rate 
counterbalances all the benefit of the 6d. 
reduction in income tax. It is pointed out 
that, as time progresses, the Government 
must profit substantially under the new 
arrangement; for, under the recent 
schemes of revaluation, the rateable value 
of the North will increase, and with it 
the fruits of the 1s. rate for ecucation. 
We condole with the citizens who have 
received this unwelcome surprise; but it 
is hard to see what else the Government 
could have done in view, on the one hand, 
of its financial relations with the British 
Treasury, and, on the other hand, of its 
insistence on the “ step by step ” policy. 
Money must be found somewhere. Until 
some new adjustment of the financial 
relations between Northern Ireland and 
Great Britain has been arranged the 
Northern ratepayers cannot hope to 


escape.

The Drought. 3 


In spite of a few qualms about the state 
of our water supplies, most of us are 
hoping that the coming months will be as 
warm and dry as they were last year. The 
experience of other countries, however, 
may remind us that it is possible to have 
too much of a good thing—even of fine 
weather. At present the drought has 
brought thousands of farmers almost to 
ruin, and in few places have they suffered 
so severely as in the United States. Owing 
to the lack of rain that nation is now 
faced with a calamity which may be more 
severe than any that it has experienced in 
modern times. Two million square miles 
of prairie and grassland, covering twenty- 
one States, have been burned up by the 
drought, and the cattle are dying along 
with the crops. The farmers living in 
these areas have been absolved of their 
obligations to the Government, and it is 
probable that large votes for the relief of 
distress may need to be voted before Con- 
gress adjourns, Even if rain should fall 
within the next week, five States are 
doomed to lose half their year’s crop, and 
the general situation will be disastrous 
unless there is rain before the end of the 
present month. In Southern Canada 


things are almost as bad; in some dis-| 
tricts the crop will not be more than a tenth 


of what it was in 1933. A similar tale 
comes from Russia, where the great wheat- 
producing belt has been badly affected by 
the dry weather., It may be noted that 
the crop which has suffered most in all 
these countries is wheat, and it is said that 
a third of the total supply for the world is 
gravely menaced. For some time past 
financiers have been complaining that 
there is too much wheat in the world ; but 
now it appears that there may be too 
little, after all. : 


Weeds. 


The approach of summer brings the leaf 
to the tree and the flowers to our gardens, 


but it also gives new growth to those far 


less welcome visitors, the weeds. In 
Ireland the rich.soil and the mild climate 
have been a blessing to our farmers, but 
they are not an unmixed blessing. Almost 
everything grows well here, the bad is 
plentifully as the good. Thus, the weed 
nuisance probably is greater in Ireland 
than. in most other European countries, 
and on the moist Atlantic coast the weeds 
are everywhere. They disfigure the róad- 
sides, they play havoc in the fields, and 
they are not unknown even on the roofs of 
houses. To rid the country of weeds 
would be an impossible task, but it is 
surprising that greater efforts are not 
made to keep them under control. In his 
own interests, we might have imagined that 
every Irish farmer would do his best to 
abolish them. Their presence makes an 
appreciable difference in the value of 
pasture land. and many of them harbour 
destructive insects which do much damage 
to the crops. Yet the Irish farmer allows 
them to diminish his profits year by year, 
and watches the procedure almost with 
calmness. There are, it is true, many 
farmers who do their best to keep their 
land free from weeds, but how many more 
are there who do nothing, or next to 
nothing? The efforts of all the sensible 
farmers in a neighbourhood, indeed, can be 
cancelled by the neglect of a few de- 
faulters; and the thistledown from one 
field will be carried to a dozen others. The 
man who allows weeds to over-run his |! nd 
hurts his neighbour as well as himself. 
There are regulations against, this par- 
ticular form of carelessness, and it is time 
that they should be enforced more strictly 
than at present.

Abou’ seven million pounds of French 
money has left London for Paris banks 
during the past few days, the franc follow- 
ing the course which was forecasted last 
week, and reaching its dearest rate since 
the devaluation in 1928. The movement 
of funds to Paris is slowing down, but 
there is a demand for francs for 
‘“tourism,”’ which is apparently growing 
in spite of the dearness of money. The 
reduction in the French hank rate is 
meant to have two important results. It 
aims at slowing down the return oi funds 
in order to prevent the franc from becom- 
ing still dearer in sterling, and it attempts 
to maintain cheaper money in France for 
the purpose of floating another loan. I! 
is not improbakle that the franc will go 
even higher during the summer montlis. 


Danish Butter. 


Butter exporters are making a deter- 
mined effort to tabilise the butter market 
in Denmark, the idea being to regulate 
the quantity available for export, and in 
that way to exercise some measure o! 
control over prices.. A central committce 
representing Danish exporters and pro- 
ducers is arranging to buy up all butter 
when prices fall, below a certain leve', 
and to keep it in cold storage for release 
on the home market when prices rise 
again. It is thought at the moment that 
prices are not likely to cal] for the inte: 
vention of the ‘‘ Butter Central ” ye! 
awhile, but the necessity may arise at any 
moment, and then the ‘‘ Central’’ wi! 
take steps to prevent a revival of the 
violent fluctuations in prices experienced 
during the last year or two.

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IRISH INDUSTRIES. 


FEDERATION AND BACK 
ROOM FACTORIES. 


—_——_e—_—_——_ 


The weekly meeting of the Council of the 
Federation of Saorstat Industries was held 
at 17 Dame street, Dublin, yesterday, at 
which Mr. D. J, O’Donohoe presided. 

The Secretary reported that the incorpora- 
tion of the Federation under the Companies 
Acts had been completed during the week, 
and this was the first meeting of the Council 
as @ legally constituted boéy. 

The President brought before the meeting 
the recent Press reports regarding ‘‘ back 
room factories,’ and emphatically denied 
that such a description could be applied to 
Saorstat industries generally. The factories of 
many members of this Federation, in design, 
lay-out, equipment, hygiene and working con- 
ditions; can challenge comparison with any 
in the world, and that despite the shameful 
treatment to which Irish industry has been 
subjected as a deliberate policy for the past 
hundred years. The fact that Irish indus- 
trialists are capable to-day of leading an 
enlightened industrial regeneration of the 
nation was, he said, the greatest tribute that 
could be paid to the grim determination with 
which they held on during those dark years, 
when they received no official encouragement, 
and were faced with the competition of those 
foreign ‘‘ back room factories,’’ staffed with 
scandalously under-paid, sweated child 
labour, and that competition has not ceased 
even to-day. 

No enlightened or progressive Irish indus- 
trialist was satisfied unless every member of 
his or her staff was in receipt of a living 
wage. It was the effort to fight the com- 
petition of these sweated, under-paid, foreign 
‘‘ back room factories’? which was respon- 
sible for the lowering of wages in this 
country, and those who talk so glibly of 
sweated labour and “ back room factories ’ 
in the Saorstat should remember that the 
wh@le outlook, mentality,and idea of such 
places is foreign to this country. 

Wherever an Irish industrialist had started 
on Irish lines and with an Irish outlook 
wages and conditions of working were above 
such ill-informed criticism. But these high 
wages had other repercussions. There was 
an amount of talk to-day of developing an 
export trade in goods of Saorstat manufac- 
ture with other countries. It was obvious 
that it was impossible for Saorstat manufac- 
turers, working under human conditions and 
paying a living wage, to compete in the open 
market with manufacturers of other countries 
who observe none of these conditions, pay 
starvation wages, and exist on the ex- 
loitation of child labour end the sweated 
bheas of adult workers. Since competition 
in the open market with such manufacturers 
is impossible, this Federation called upon the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce to com- 
pletely prevent the entry into An Saorstat of 
goods produced under such terrible condi- 
tions, and to prohibit the establishment of 
factories here by people dominated by such 
foreign ideas.

A COMPARISON OF 
CHILDREN. 


EFFECTS OF POVERTY ON 
HEALTH. 


The need for educational measures to 
ensure the proper medical care of children 
between one and five years of age is er »ha- 
sised by the results of a recent investigation 
at Newcastle-on-Tyne. This was made for 
the Newcastle City Council into the phy=‘cal 
condition of a number of children in relation 
to their environment and social circumstances. 

Three groups of children of the poorest 
class, numbering 125 and, in 113 instances, 
belonging to families where the breadwinner 
was unemployed, were submitted to careful 
medical: examination, and their home condi- 


tions and medical histories were con- 
sidered. Then, for purposes of compari- 
son, 124 children of the professional or 


well-to-do “commercial class were examined 
in the same way. Attention was directed 
chiefly to height, weight, general health and 
past illnesses. 

The comparison revealed some notable 
differences. Nearly half the number of 
children in the poorer class were found to be 
below standard height» compared with only 
five per cent. of the ‘‘ better ” class children. 
In weight, more than half the children in 
the poorer class were below the standard 
as against 13 per cent. of the “ better” class 


children. Only two per cent. of the poorer 
children were: above standard height, as 
compared with 25 per cent. of the 


' better ' class children. In weight only 
11 per cent. of the poorer children were above 
standard, compared with 48 per cent. of the 
batter-class children. 

With regard to anemia, only 20 per cent. 
of the rer children passed the ‘* satis- 
factory ” test, and 23 per cent. were found to 
be definitély anemic. According to the 
standards set, there was no anemia among 
the “ better ” class children. 

Study of the histories of the children 
showed that 49 of the 125 poorer children 
had suffered from acute or chronic chest 
trouble, compared with only 5 of the 124 
'“ better ” class children. 

Bringing together all his observations, Dr. 
Spence, who conducted the inquiry, finds that 
out of 125 poor children 45 (36 per cent.) 
were unhealthy or unfit, and in 20 of these 
cases he considered that preceding illness was 
the starting point of the unfitness. In the 
other 25 he could find no cause but improper 
or inadequate diet. 

The conclusions reached by Dr. J. A. 
Charles, the Medical Ofiicer of Health for 
Newcastle, are that the physical unfitness 
giving rise to an appearance of malnutrition 
among 36 per cent. of poor children, is pre

FEATS DURING WORK ON 


NEW BRIDGE. 


' The courage’ of one man, who lias not 
hesitated to risk his life and health day after 
day, is making possible the building of the 
world’s greatest bridge across the Golden 


Gate at San Francisco, writes Reuter's 
Correspondent. Tlie man is Mr. William 8. 
teed, diver and inspector of underwater 


construction for the bridge. 

The centre span of the bridge, which wi! 
cost £15,000,000, will be 4,200 feet long — 
more than twice the length of Sydney Hay 
bour Bridge's centre span. Besides this, 
another bridge is being built to connect Sah 
Francisco with Oakland. eight miles away 
across the bay. Three great piers, two of 
them going down to record depths, had to 
be sealed to rock simultaneously. 

It is Mr. Reed’s job to see that the con- 
crete piers are perfectly sealed to the rocks 
at the bottom ‘of San Francisco Bay. 

To do this he made two record-breaking 
dives in a single day. He went down to 
227 feet and again to 235 feet beneath the 
bay bridge: caisson for Pier Wa, 3,470 feet 
east of San Francisco Harbour.

“The water pressure on my body at the 
bridge foundations is generally 118 pounds 
to the square inch. The diver is in a vice 
of water that squeezes with 16,992 pounds 
(about 75 tons) to every square toot on his 
body from all sides, and the sensation is that 
the pressure on the body is being directed 
up to the helmet, forcing the body into the 
headgear! It is important not to eat before 
the diver goes down, or he will be nauseated 
in the helmet and liable to be strangled to 
death.”’

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WORLD'S STRANGEST 
POTTERY. 


PRIMITIVE METHODS STILL 
USED IN INDIA. 


Some of the strangest pottery in the world, 
made with the strangest of ingredients, is 
to be found in the primitive villages of India, 
writes a correspondent. In a small Sindhi 
village, walled in as of old, it is possible to 
step into a modern mud-built community 
where Sindhi workers are surrounded by 
finished products bearing the same designs 
and in the same delicate shades as in museum 
masterpieces. | 

The processes are still the same, and but 
for the dress of the workers it would be easy 
to believe that time had slipped back 
thousands of years. The clay is brought in 
large lumps from the fields on donkeys, and 
broken up with a wooden mallet. Then it 
is sieved and soaked in water until suffi- 
ciently plastic for the potter’s wife to knead 
it on a flat, round stone, adding to it at 
intervals ashes, sent from the Indus, and 
the down from reeds. This last ingredient 
serves to bind the clay while it is on the 
potter’s wheel and while it is drying. 

When the clay is ready, the potter’s ex- 
pert hand. takes it, and, putting it on his 
flying primitive wheel, shapes and cuts off 
jar after jar from the tall column of clay at 
a speed almost faster than the eye can 
follow. Smaller jars are usually left unde- 
corated It is the larger vessels, made in 
two or three’ parts and moulded together, 
that are the most finely embellished. 

The potter's wife then has her turn again. 
She mounts the jar on to the concave top 
of a conical piece of wood resting on a stone 
slab, and affixes a curious cover to the fop 
of the jar on which to rest her hand. She 
is thus able to revolve the jar at will. The 
paint she uses.is yellow ochre, which turns 
to red when baked, and a dark brown mix- 
ture of manganese and iron, which changes 
during the baking to pueplish black. 
Occasionally, too, a white paint made from 
burnt stag’s horn is used for a line here and 
there. 

Brushes carry out the tradition of primi- 
tiveness, the largest one being simply a piece 
of the mid-rib of a palm leaf, cut obliquely 
with the fibres teased out slightly. Accord- 
ing” to whether the edge or the flat surface 
is used, so the line is thin. or thick. The 
second brush, two-ended to provide large 
and small tips, is made entirely of donkey’s 
hair, and the maker is most careful to select 
only those from the shoulder of the animal. 

The speed of the painter is almost as great 
as that of the potter. Panels are often in- 
corporated, while chequers, triangles and 
leaves appear almost as if by magic. 

The potter himself sees to the baking of 
his wares, and thinks nothing of sitting by 
the baking pit the whole night through to 
keep the flames down, so that the baking 
will be slow enongh “to be effective. 

This artistry is typical of India’s many 
efforts to keep alive her many and varied 
native arts and crafts,

The Shenley Mental Hospital, which was 

ened. recently by the King, is one of the 

ost modern institutions of its kind in the 
world. It is a ‘‘ radio hospital " in every 
sense of the word. The most complete and 
up-to-date radio installation it has been pos- 
sible to devise has been installed in the 
huge buildings which comprise the hospital. 

The equipment comprises a central supply, 
which consists of the very latest super- 
heterodyne receiver, coupled to three two- 
stage amplifiers, each having an output of 
10 watts undistorted, making a total of 30. 
A pilot speaker is fitted in the control room 
for the use of the resident engineer, who is 
in charge of the outfit. Distributed through- 
out the hospital are 100 loud-speakers, which 
have been designed to harmonise with the 
surroundings. This means that every ward 
and all the important offices of the exécutive 
in the building have their loud-speakers for 
entertainment and announcements by micro- 
phone. i 

The recreation hall, which has seating ae- 
commodation for 1,000 and is equipped with 
cinema apparatus, has on its up-to-date stage 
an amplifier and turntable equipment. In

A Washington message says that the 
drought has grown, with gradually increas- 
ing intensity for several months, and now 
affects 35 of the 48 States, covering an. 
area extending from the Rocky Mountains 
to New England. |
